informing members of the Agua 
Caliente tribe that if "elected I 
am for. and will work for. the 
following: 
"Gel the federal government 
out of the Indian Bureau; con­ 
tinuation of per capita payments 
lo members of the tribe; open 
Tahquitz road; a new bathhouse; 
better flood control and better 
roads.” 
Segundo 
said 
he will 
also 
work to protect and improve the 
canyons so th at there will be a 
greater income to the tribe and 
will insist 
on fair and equal 
treatment 
for 
Indians by 
de­ 
claring that the Indian does not 
want 
any special favors “and 
we don’t w ant to be pushed 
around, either.” 


SEGUNDO'S PLATFORM indi­ 
cates that he is against unfair 
laws on liquor and other dis­ 
criminatory actions against the 
Indians; wasting tribal money;

Our Gardens in the Desert 


By VELOMA WALDRON

E arly Spring in this locality is 
a good tim e to set out garden 
m aterials w hich will grow q u ick ­ 
ly and give m uch color before 
the Summer. 
One such m aterial upon w hich 
you will see im m ediate color, is 
the 
clim bing 
rose. 
C lim bing 
rosek in containers at this tim e 
will 
be six feet, or 
more, 
in 
height and filled w ith new buds 
about to open. More buds w ill 
constantly be form ing on 
th e 
new wood, so th at your clim bing 
rose will have flowers on 
its 
long sturdy branches from now 
until 
the 
extrem e 
heat, 
an d 
som etim es 
even 
through 
th e 
heat. 
The clim bing rose is a som e­ 
w hat versatile vine, in th at it 
will adapt itself to several lo ca ­ 
tions. By this, I m ean that it 
will grow in full sun. or in p a r­ 
tial sun. or in partial shade. Do 
not. however, if you w ant an y 
flowers, plant it in full shade. 
It will also adapt itself to a 
num ber of positions, such as: 
Espaliered on a w all or fence, 
trained up over trellis, left to 
fall freely from the corner of a 
building by anchoring the vine 
at about six feet in height an d 
allow ing the ends to fall as they 
will. M any of the new hom es 
are using the clim bing rose too, 
as a ground cover and as a c a s­ 
cading plant over a w all. M any 
of these hom es built on a slo p ­ 
ing lot necessarily m ust have 
raised terrace. Clim bing roses 
planted 
at th e upper edge of 
the terrace w all 
and brought 
over the w all will m ake a m a g ­ 
nificent show ing of color, p a r­ 
ticularly if care is exercised in 
the choosing of the right type 
of rose for th is role. C lim bing 
roses as a ground cover h av e 
been used in several instances 
with 
very satisfactory results, 
particularly if stones 
are e m ­ 
ployed as the underneath stru c ­ 
ture for such a planting. 
T he 
m ain stem s and the bloom are 
in th is m anner kept out of th e 
irrigation w ater. 


ONE OF THE CHIEF JOYS in 


the clim bing rose is the variety 
of colors in which it m ay be ob­ 
tained. If you wish to accent the 
bright yellow tones in your gar 
den 
try using 
a 
High 
Noon 
clim ber. This is a m edium sized 
flower w hich holds its color-tone 
for m uch longer th an som e of 
the earlier yellow clim bers. For a 
good red clim ber the Clim bing 
Hadley 
or 
H eart’s 
Desire 
are 
am ong 
th e 
best everbloomers. 
The 
im proved 
C lim hing Cecil 
Brunner is a splendid sm all pink 
rose, and the Countess Vandal is 
one of Ihe best in tw o-toned pink 
clim bers. These buds are long 
and 
deep, exquisite 
in 
color, 
m aking excellent cutting flow ­ 
ers. For an unusual color the so 
called m ulti-color clim ber is ex ­ 
cellent. The Mrs. Sam McGredy 
is b eau tifu l in this class as is 
the T alism an, both in the y el­ 
low to orange-copper tones. And 
of course if you. haven’t seen a 
Mme. Henri Guillot 
in bloom, 
you haven’t seen one of the m ost 
stunning 
color 
sensations. 
A 
flam ing bronze lone w ith yellow 
in the heart! 
P etunias 
planted 
now 
w ith 
clim bing roses should m ake a 
very 
pretty and 
long 
lasting 
color picture 
in your 
garden. 
The p etu n ia has been m uchly 
improved upon lately and is one 
of our best desert garden m a ­ 
terials. Colors to harm onize w ith 
the above listed clim bing roses 
can readily be found in the p e­ 
tunia fam ily and planted 
b e­ 
neath the clim bers, in nearby 
beds, as borders or in pots they 
will be your delight for m onths 
to come.
